Your City’s Business: 
Builders Face Problems 


In Figuring Costs 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


City Councilman, Menlo 


Last week a committee repre- 
senting Home Builders Associa- 
tions in California met with a 
committee of the League of Cali- 
fornia Cities in a preliminary dis- 
cussion on problems of mutual 
interest. 

A major complaint of the Home 
Builders was the difficulty of ob- 
taining advance information on 
how much it would cost to develop 
a given subdivision in a given 
city. That is, in many, if not 
most, cities a study of the zon- 
ing, subdivision and building ordi- 
nances will not inform the pro- 
spective subdivider and builder! 
of all the requirements that will 
be thrown at him by the plan- 
ning commission, the city coun- 
cil, and city officials. 

Most of these requirements 
will be evidenced after he has 
made commitments, and some 
not until his building program 
is nearing completion. 

All of our League committee 
members were in agreement that 
this situation should be corrected, 
but we pointed out that many 
cities were handicapped by limit- 


employment of personnel that had 
knowledge and experience in sub- 


division engineering. Often times’ 
| 


the large new subdivisions creat- 
ed problems that local officials 


had just been unable to foresee} 


until the projects neared comple- 
tion. 

And the occasional sharper has. 
created a problem for the indus- 
try generally by undermining the 
confidence of city officials. 

There was complaint also that 


many cities were making unrea-, 


sonable requirements of subdi- 
viders in provision for major 
streets, parks, fire houses, trunk 
sewers and other facilities that 
are usually considered an obliga- 
tion of taxpayers generally. 


For our own community, located in the choicest spot of 
all this favored land; 

For the specific personal blessings that each of us en- 
joys in addition, and for life and the chance to do a bit better 
tomorrow than we did today.

Of Many Area Bond Issues : : 


By FLOYD M. McCUE

GUESSING AT COSTS! — It 
would take quite some time to fig- 
ure the number of bond issues ap- 
proved by the voters in the coun- 
ty in the last five years. The total 
would run many, many millions 
and they will be showing up on 
the tax bills for 15 or 20 years to 
some. 

Schools are badly in need of 
more building funds at all levels 
ind there is talk of programming 
1 new junior college for the south 
‘ounty area. 

Our concern today is not with 
he amount of the bond issues al- 
‘eady approved by the voters. We 
ire concerned, and we think right- 
y sO, over manner in which the 
ssues are presented to the public 
ind the ultimate final cost. 

We have two shining exam- 
ples of our point. About 18 
months ago the voters approved 
almost four .million dollars for 
two new high schools and im- 
provements at existing schools. 
Now some 18 months later those 
plans are still not approved and 
the cost has gone up another 
million dollars. 


On the Redwood City level, the 
voters approved a bond issue of 
3150,000 for a new police station. 
By the time the plans could be 
drawn the price had gone up near- 
'y $20,000. 

No one can safetly predict the 
rise (or fall) of building costs, al- 
‘hough it seems safe to say that 
they won’t be coming down. The 
‘ig hitch, it would seem, is the 
time it takes to prepare plans and 
specifications. We don’t think it 
should have taken a year and a 
half to prepare the new school 
plans, and certainly not the year 
or more needed for the police 
building specifications. 

The facts show that these delays 
cost the: taxpayers thousands — 
yes, millions—of dollars. 

We expect that the same will 
hold true on the Sequoia Hospi- 
tal construction program § ap- 
proved by the voters last month. 
Will we be asked to okeh anoth- 
er half million or more to meet 
the increased costs of late 1957? 

We don’t pretend to be an archi- 
tect or know any of the finer 
points of the profession, but it 
vould seem to.us that officials in 
charge of a building program 
should put a time limit on the 
architect. just as they do the con- 
tractor who wins the job. The pen- 
alty clause should be stiff and fair- 
'y enacted. This may sound like 
drastic action, but the events of 
recent bond issues make it neces- 


sary to take some step to cut down 
the time element against rising 
costs.

Former Police Officer Tells ‘How It Was’ in Menlo in'31 


Thomas J. Kearney, Menlo Park 
réal estate operator, observed an 
anhiversary last month. It was the 

; 25th anniversary of the time he 
joined the Menlo Park police de- 
partment for a career which was 
climaxed, in 1933, by his becoming 
the youngest police chief any- 
where in the United States. 

And, as anniversaries will, this 
one brought recollections. 

. The Recorder summarized Kear- 
ney’s appointment to the depart- 
ment this way: 

“Police Officer Harvey Hues- 
ties tendered his resignation to 
take effect Sept. 30, which was 
accepted, and Thomas J. Kear- 
ney was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy thus created.” 

Police problems were a little 
different in those days, Kearney, 
a Menlo Park native, says. 

For one thing, there wasn't as 
much traffic in town and this was 
not the major concern that it is 
today. 

But 1931 had its own diversions 
for officers of the law. 

“We used to watch for bootleg-

Your children and long dinner 
parties do not mix. This is further 
complicated when the dinner is 
elaborate and there are a lot of 
adults who want to talk. Be kind 
to your little ones and give them 
small portions and let them go 
play when they are done. Bring 
them back only when dessert is 
on the table. 


Prepare the cooking with the 
fact in mind that children often 
prefer nuts and fruit to turkey and 
boiled onions.

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Art Supervisor Tells Method of Instructing Pupils :

Art Consultant 

The art program in the Ravens- 
wood District is based on the con- 
cept, that to young children, art is 
a means of expression and com- 
munication. Therefore, we attempt 
to allow children in the primary 
grades to develop through the 
natural stages of creative growth 
without too much adult interfer- 
ence. A critical adult attitude of 
children’s drawings in the early 
years tends to inhibit creative ex- 
pression. 

As a result of this basic con- 
cept, teaching art in the primary 
grades consists mainly in show- 
ing children how to use the tools 
and media with which they draw 
and paint.
